Hitler’s Other Weapon 


In his broadcast to the nation 
and to the Empire overseas re- 
cently Mr, C. Ro Attlee uttered 
vn timely warning which our 
people must heed in these 
critical days. He said: 

“We have recently witnessed 
the overthrow of a great nation 
—France, This was not brought 
about only by the force of arms. 
It was caused very largely by the 
use of Hitler’s other weapon, the 
destruction of the unity, con- 
fidence, and morale of the people, 
resulting in the paralysis of its 
will power at the critical time.” 

Mr. Attlee went on to point 
out how this weapon is used to 
stimulate sectional interests a8 
well os national differences in 
order to destroy the power of 
resistance. We haye seen the 
method operated successfully in 
the countrie3 which have be- 
come the prey of the Nazis. It 
must not be allowed to operate 
in Britain, 

The danger in our Island 
Fortress is not so much from 
active traitors in the pay of, or 
in sympathy with, the Nazis. 
Thero are few of these now at 
large; but, as Mr. Attlee said, 
there are people in_ Britain 
who unconsciously play the 
game of the Fifth Column, men 
and women who talk defeatism 
and sow distrust and disunity. 
Such people, whatever their 
politics or creeds, are a real 
danger. They are disloyal to 
the principles of Freedom and 
Domocracy for which we’ are 
fighting. They are doing Hitler's 


work as effectively as any of his’ 


‘paid agenta could do-it. : 

.Mr. Attlee endorsed ' em- 
phatically the Prime ‘Minister's 
declaration that there was no 


‘doubt or hesitation by any mem-. 


ber of the Cabinet on the crucial 
decision taken to prevent the 
Fronch Fleet from. falling into 
the. hands. of the enemy.

EOPLE ask: Will Hitler 
seize Spain before he at- 
tacks Britain? The answer 
is: He hag already done 50. 


It ia four years to-day since 
the Axis dictators, using 
Franco as their pawn, em- 
barked on the conquest of the 
Peninsula. With the fall: of 
Madrid in March last year the 
conquest was achieved. 

From the very start of the 
“National movement” Franco 
received Axis help; nay, even 
before the start Italian war-' 
planes wére on their way to 
Spanish Morocco. 


Of the real nature of the 
struggle in Spain warnings wo 
had in plenty. The files of the 
News Chronicle, from August, 
1936 onwards are full of them. 
Again and again, to the na- 
tiona at Geneva, Alvarez del 
Vayo showed the writing on 
the wall. And, broadcasting 
on the first anniversary of the 
war, Indalecio Prieto, Spanish 
Defence Minister, said: 

“The rebel operations are 
directed by German and 
Italian general staffs. Only 
with our triumph can we ex- 
pel the Germana and Italians 
from our soil. If we should 
be defeated Spain would be- 
come an Italo-German colony.” 

It was all in vain, None so 
deaf as those who will not 
hear, In Britain the Cham- 
berlain Government. persisted 
in the melancholy farce of so- 
called Non-Intervention. 

The “brave men of Barce- 
lona,” to whom Mr, Churchill 
paid tribute in a recent 
speech, were not allowed to 
buy anti-Aircraft guna to de- 
fend their wives and children 
agninst the  Nazi-Fascist 
bombs. (Now that the Nazi- 
Fascist bombs are falling on 
our homes we can appreciate 
the feelings of the Spanish 
people.) 


And the Royal Navy was 
compelled to stand by and 
allow the Nazi-Fascist planes 
to alnk British ships and 
murder British seamen who 
were bringing food to the 
starving Spanish people. 
(Now that the Nazi-Fascist 
planes are bombing vur food 
ships we can again appreciate 
the feelings of the Spanish 


ple. 

I think that most of us in 
this island now realise thy 
folly of our policy in Spain— 
it would be interesting to have 
a Gallup test, don’t you 
think? 

Alas! we realise our folly 
only now when it is too late. 
Spain, which could have been 
saved so easily from the Fas- 
cist aggressors, is now de- 
finitely lost. The Falange, 
which rules Spain, takes its 
stand openly with our 
enemies. Neutrality has given 
way to non-belligerency—on 
the Italian model.

Formerly known throughout the 
orld as Miss Fitz-Stubbs, noted 
Austrolian pinnist and composer, 
Mrs. H. Woods, an old resident of 
Hongkong, died at the Kowloon 
Hospital carly yesterdny morning, in 
her 80th. year, 

The late Mrs. Woods was highly 
esteemed and, her death, following a 
short illness, js mourned by all who 
knew her, She fs survived by a 50n, 
Mr, Val Woods, who js In Australia, 
and by four daughters, the Misses 
Aileen and Doris Woods of Hongkong, 
Mrs. Lenore Winfield, who !s expect- 
cd to arrive in Hongkong before the 
end of this weck, and Mrs, David 
Dennis, at present In England, 

During the whole of her brilliant 
career, Mra. Woods was acclaimed 
far and wide for her musical com- 
positions and planoforte achieve- 
ments, and Maud Fitz-Stubbs’ cele- 
brated waltzes include the “Heather,” 
“Orlando,” “Bridal,” “Premicr,” 
“Governor-General,” and *"Vice= 
Regal.” 

The “Governor-General” was de- 
dicated by Mrs, Woods to the Ear) of 
Hopetoun, and the “Heather” had 
the distinction of being performed 
by command of Her Majesty Queen 
Victorta at State Balls in Buckingham 
Palace, by Strauss’s celebrated or- 
chestra, Also, this piece of music 
was claimed to have been one of the 
best known dance Stems produced in 
Australia, 

The Inte Mra, Woods fentured in 
countless concerts and musical recitals 
in Austrnila and other parts of the 
world,, and during her distinguished 
professional career had always been 
nmohg the first to give her service 
in the cause of charity. 

She was recognised throughout the 
Australasian colonies as one of 
the foremust of Australlan  musi- 
duns, and her performances 
fully entitled ber te the honour 
of this distinction It was 
ulso clalmed that she was the only 
Australian composer whose music 
had been performed by all the lenad- 
ing bunds of England, including the

IRELANDS 


BY RQBERT LYND 


C is possible to understand 

the present situation in 
Ireland only if we ace it 
against a background of his- 
tory. And the story goes 
back a long time. 


Let us begin nearly a thou- 
annd years ago, when, for the 
Jast time so far, Ireland was 
both united and free, The 
Danes were the enemy fn 
those days, and King Brian 
of the Tributes had beaten 
them off for ever at the battle 
of Clontarf. A minor Golden 
Age followed during which 
the national civillsation 
flourished. 


In the following century an 
Irish Quisling brought a new 
invader Inte — Ireland—the 
Anglo-Normans. Many people 
think that religion is at the 
root of every trouble in’ Ire- 
land, but jt was Catholic 
England that first: conquered 
Catholic Ireland. 


In century after century, it 
was the object of the con- 
querors to destroy Irish civili- 
sation — language, customs 
and culture, in spite of this 
many of the descendants of 
the English setllers became 
“more Irish than the Irish” 
themselves, and helped to 
maintain the national tradi- 
tion.

DURING the reign of 
Queen Elizabeth, when revolt 
after revolt took place, the 
conquerors were bent on & 
policy, not only of conquest, 
but of extermination.

Hitler’s Other Weapon 


In his broadcast to the nation 
and to the Empire overseas re- 
cently Mr. C, R. Attlee uttered 
a timely warning which our 
people must heed in these 
critical days. He sald: 

“We have recently witnessed 
the overthrow of a great nation 
—France.’ This was not brought 
about only by the force of arms. 
It was caused very largely by the 
use of Hitler’s other weapon, the 
destruction of the unity, con- 
fidence, and morale of the people, 
resulting in the paralysis of its 
will power at the critical time.” 

Mr. Attlee went on to point 
out how this weapon is used to 
stimulate sectional interests as 
well as national differences in 
order to destroy the power of 
resistance. We have seen the 
method operated successfully in 
the countrie3 which have be- 
come the prey of the Nazis. It 
must not be allowed to operate 
in Britain. 

The danger in our Island 
Fortress is not so much from 
active traitors in the pay of. or 
in sympathy with, the Nazis. 
There are few of these now at 
large; but, as Mr. Attlea said, 
there are. people in Britain 
who unconsciously play. the 
game of the Fifth Column, men 
and women who talk defeatism 
and sow distrust .and. disunity, 
Such people, whatever their 


politics or creeds, are a real 


danger. They are disloyal to 
‘the principles of Freodom and 
Democracy for which we are 


fighting. They are doing Hitler's. 


work as effectively as any of his 
paid agents could do it. ;

EOPLE ask: Wilt Hitler 
size Spain before he at- 
tacks Britain? The answer 
is: He hag already done so. 

It Is four years\to-day since 
the Axia dictators, 
Franco as their pawn, em- 
barked on the conquest of the 
Peninsula. With the fall of 
Madrid in March last year the 
conquest was achieved. 

From the very start of the 
“National movement” Franco 
received Axis help; nay, even 
before the start Italian war- 


planes were on their way to 
Spanish Morocco. 


Of the real nature of the 
struggle in Spain warnings we 
had in plenty. The files of the 
News Chronicle, from August, 
1936 onwards are full of them. 
Again and again, to the na- 
tions at Geneva, Alvarez del 
Vayo showed the writing on 
the wall. And, broadcasting 
on the first anniversary of the 
war, Indalecio Pricto, Spanish 
Defence Minister, said: 

“The rebel operations sre 
directed by German and 
Italian general staffs. Only 
with our triumph can we ex- 
pel the Germans and Italians 
from our soil. If we should 
be. defeated Spain would be- 
come an Italo-German colony.” 

It was all in vain, None so 
deaf as those who will not 
hear. In Britain the Cham- 
berlain Government persisted 
in the melancholy farce of so- 
called Non-Intervention. 

The “brave men of Barce- 
Jona,” to whom Mr. Churchill 
paid tribute in a recent 
speech, were: not allowed to 
buy anti-aircraft guns to de- 
fend thelr'wives and children 
against the  Nazi-Fascist 
bombs. (Now that the Nazi- 
Fascist bombs are falling on 
our homes we can appreciate 
the feelings of the Spanish 
people.) 


And the Royal Navy was 
compelled to stand by and 
allow the Nazi-Fascist planes 
to sink British ships and 
murder British seamen who 
were bringing food to the 
starving Spanish people. 
(Now that the Nazi-Fascist 
planes are bombing our food 
ships we can again appreciate

in his broadcast to the nation 
and to the Empire overseas re- 
cently Mr. (. Ro Attlee uttered 
a otimely warning whieh our 
people must) heed in these 
critical days. He said: 

“We have recently witnessed 
the overthruw of a great nation 
--France. This was not brought 
about only by the force of arms. 
It was caused very largely by the 
use of Hitler's other weapon, the 
destruction of the unity, con- 
fidence, and morale of the people, 
resulting in the paralysis of its 
will power at the critical time.” 

Mr. Attlee went on to point 
out how this weapon is used to 
stimulate sectional interests as 
well as national differences 
order to destroy the power of 
resistance. We have seen the 
method operated successfully in 
the countrie’ which have be- 
come the prey of the Nazis. It 
must not be allowed to operate 
in Britain. 

The danger in our Island 
Fortress is not so much from 
active traitors in the pay of, or 
in sympathy with, the Nazis. 
Thero are few of these now at 
large; but, as Mr. Attlee said, 
there are people in Britain 
who unconsciously play the 
game of the Fifth Column, men 
and women who talk defeatism 
and sow distrust and disunity. 
whatever their 
politics or creeds, are a real 
danger. They are disloyal to 
the principles of Freedom and 
Democracy for which we are 
fighting. They are doing. Hitler's 
work as effectively as any of his 
peid agents could do it, ; 

Mr. Attlee endorsed. em- 
phatically the Prime Minister's 
declaration that there was no 
doubt or hesitation by any mem-

EOPLE ask: Will Hitler 
seize Spain before he at- 
tacka Britain? The answer 
is: He has already done so. 


It is four yenrs to-day since 
the . Axis dictators, using 
Franco as their pawn, em- 
barked ‘on the conquest of the 


Peninsula. With the fall of 
Madrid in March last year the 
conquest was achieved. 

From the very start of the 
“National movement" Franco 
received Axis help; nay, even 
before the start Italian war- 
planes were on their way to 
Spanish Morocco. 


Of the real nature of the 
struggle in Spain warnings wo 
had in plenty. The files of the 
News Chronicle, from Auguat, 
1936 onwards are full of them. 
Again and again, to the na- 
tions at Geneva, Alvarez del 
Vayo showed the writing on 
the wall. And, broadcasting 
on the first anniversary of the 
war, Indalecio Prieto, Spanish 
Defence Minister, said: 

“The rebel operations are 
directed by German and 
Italian general stalfs. Only 
with our triumph can we ex- 
pel.the Germans and Italians 
from our soil. If we should 
be defeated Spain would be- 
come an Italo-German colony.” 

It was all in vain. None so 
deaf as those who will not 
hear. In Britain the Cham- 
berlain Government. persisted 
in the melancholy farce of so- 
called Non-Intervention. 

The “brave men of Barce- 
Jona,” to whom Mr. Churchill 
pald) tribute in a recent 
specch, were not allowed to 
buy anti-aircraft guns to de- 
fend their wives and children 
against the — Nazi-Fascist 
bombs. (Now that the Nazi- 
Fascist bombs are falling on 
vur homes we can appreciate 
the feelings of the Spanish 


people.) 


And the Royal Navy was 
compelled to stand by and 
allow the Nazi-Fascist planes 
to sink British ships and 
murder British seamen who 
were bringing food to the 
starving Spanish people. 
(Now that the Nazi-Fascist 
planes are bombing our food 
ships we can again appreciate 
the feelings of the Spanish 
people.) 

I think that most of us in 
this island now realise the 
folly of our policy in Spain— 
it would be interesting to have 
a Gallup test, don't you 
think? 

Alas! we realise our folly 
only now when it is too late. 
Spain, which could have been 
saved so easily from the Fas- 
cist aggressors, is now de- 
finitely lost. The Falange, 
which rules Spain, takes its 
stand openly with our 
enemies. Neutrality has given 
way_to non-belligerency—on 
the Italian model. 


Gibraltar is directly menaced. 
The commentator on the 
Rome radio said: “If the Reds 
had won in Spain, Britain's 
position at Gibraltar would 
have been assured, while the 
steel and other mincrals of 
Spain would have been hers.” 

Exactly. The “Reda” (that 
is, the Republicans) did not 
win; and so the Rock of Tarik 
now faces a hostile peninsula, 
clamouring for its surrender;
